On September 3-5, 2013, Staff conducted a Record and Field Audit at Ameren’s Hillsboro location to determine compliance with
applicable IL Adm. Codes and the Code of Federal Regulations adopted via IL Adm. Part 590. During the Record Audit
conducted on September 3-4, 2013, Staff inspected records for 2011 and 2012 which included valve inspections, regulating and
limiting devices, leak surveys and patrols, testing requirements, Odorization, corrosion control records, and equipment calibration
logs. Staff inspected Ameren’s electronic gas compliance system and paper records including leakage survey maps, leak reports,
service cards, pipe examination forms, and job packets. During the Field Audit conducted on September 5, 2013, Staff focused
on cathodic protections requirements including critical bonds, rectifiers, casings and two sections of the distribution system

containing isolated sections of main.
